: DEATH OF A CARDINAL. 

Cardinal Donnet, Archbishop of Bordeanx, 
died yesterday. His Eminence Ferdinand 
Francis Auguste Donnet, was born at Bourg- 
Argental, Department of the Loire, France, 
Noy. 16, 1706. He first studied at the Semi- 
nary of St. lrenee, and became a priest in 
1813. He was appointed some months after- 
ward to the vicarage of La Guillotiere, and 
was also made cure of Lrigny, Department 
ofthe Rhone. After this he prosecuted his 
studies in the Maison des Hautes Etudes, the 
founder of- which institution was the late 
Cardinal Fesch. The dioceses in which M. 
Donnei preached were Tours, Blois, and 
Lyons. He was appointed in 1827 curé 
of Viliefranche, Department of the Rhone, 
and ere long was named Honorary Vicar- 
General of Tours. In 18385 he was appointed 
Coadjutor for che Diocese of Nancy, and 
late in the next year succeeded to the Arch- 
bishopric of Bordeaux, in the room of Mar. 
de Cheverus. He was made a Cardinal in 
1852, and, by right, beeame a Senator, being 
created officer of the Legion of Honor in 


the same body; also of the Grand Cross in 
1875. Among his decorations was the Grand 
Cross of Charles III. of Spain. His name 
was brought into prominent public notice by 
the part he took in relation to the marriage 
of M. Pescotore and the French expedition 
to Rome. His correspondence and pastoral 
instructions have been published in a series 
of six volumes.

THE PENAL CODE. 
VALIDITY OF THE “SABBATH” LAWS UP- 
HELD. 

Special Dispatth d The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Dec. 2%. — Decisions were 
rendered by Judge Arnoux in the Superior 
Court, Chambers, today declaring -that the 
penal code prevents all persons, including 
Hebrews who observe Saturday as a “holy 
time,“ from carrying on business on Sunday, 
excepting for the sale of méats, fish, milk. 
drugs, and food to be eaten on the premises 
where sold. Me therefore disolyed all the 
preliminary injunctions restraining the police 
from interfering with the orthodox Hebrews 
and dealers in cigars who began suits against 
the Police Commissioners. In his opinion 
respecting the rights of the Hebrews 
on Sunday, Judge Arnoux says: The 
counsel for the plaintiffs admit that 
the law which has been incorporated in the

In the immediate vicinity are dry- 
goods stores of the old style,” established 
nearly a century ago, with padlocks on their 
doors. The legend on their fronts, “Closed: 
No business,” tells the story. The scene 18 
exaggerated somewhat, but it is in the main 
a correct view of business as it is done now- 
adays, and particularly of Christmas busi- 
ness, 

Out of this general rush and competition, 
however, has come some good. These mis- 
cellaneous dealers have had to cut prices 
down to the lowest possible notch. There 
has never heen a time when Christmas goods 
were more plenty or cheaper than they have 
been during the last week, and there has never 
been a time when people have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity with such a rush, 
in yet been so jammed that shop- 

ping has been painful, and the strects so 
crowded as to task the patience of pedes- 
trians, while every man and woman who has 
entered the street-cars or buses for days 
past has been loaded down with bundles and 
packages. There is occasionally some surly 
curmudgeon or snappish old woman who has 
growled af being incommoded, and if there 
are any children in their families they are to 
be pitied. As a rule, every one has been 
good-natured as befits the time, though per- 
haps many have purchased unwisely and

the ecclesiastics. It is difficult to realize the 
existence of a superstition so gross as that 
implied by the commen belief of the follow- 
ing story Of St..Gregory the Great: “A 
certain man named Stephen, from whose 
lips the Saint declares that he had heard the 
tale, had died by mistake. When his soul 
was borne to the gates of Heil, the Judge de- 
clared that it was another Stepheu that was 
wanted; the disembodied spirit, after in- 
perce ay soe: was restored to its former 
and the next day it was known that an- 
Stephen had died.“ 

It was believed that voleanoes were the 
portals of Hell. It was remarked that “ the 
craters in Sicily were continually agitated, 
and continually increasing, and this, as St. 
Gregory observes, was probably due to the 
impending ruin of the world, when the great 
press of souls would render it necessary to 
enlarge the approaches to their prisons.” 
Visions of Hell, which were a feature of 
saints® livesthroughout the Middle Ages, be- 
came more vivid and realistic as time went 
on. That of Tyndale in the twelfth century 
is fairly representative of the most graphic 
and detailed monkish aceounts of the in- 
fernal regions. In Tundale’s vision the Devil 
was represented as “bound by red-hot 
chains on a durnifg gridiron in the centre 
of Hell. The screams of his neverending 
azony made its rafters to resound; but his 


hands were tree, and with these he seized 


the Jost souls, crushed them like grapes 
against his teeth, and then drew them by his 
breath down the fiery cavern of his throat. 
Demons with hooks of red-hot iron plunged 
souls alternately into fire and ice. Bome cf 
the lost were hung up by their tongues, oth- 
ers were sawn asunder, others gnawed by 
serpenta, others beaten together on an anvil 
and welded into a single mass, others boiled 
and then strained through a cloth, others 
twined in the embraces of demons whose 
limbs were of flame.“ 

The fathers filnched at nothing, To 
further debase and brutalize mankind they 
taught that the sight of the punishment of 
the condemned would not only not impair 
the glory of the blest but rather augment 
their beatitude. St. Gregory said: “ The 
sight of the punishment of the lost will not 
obscure the beatitude of the just; for when 
it is accompanied by no compassion it can be 
ne diminution of happiness.” And Peter 
Lombard, upon whose “sentences” more 
than 4, 000 theologians are said to have writ- 
ten commentaries, and which were used as a 
manual in the schools, said: And although 
their own joys might suffice to the just, yet 
to their greater glory they will see the pins 
of the evil which by grace they have escaped. 
„„ „ The elect will go forth, not indeed 
locally, but by intelligence, and bya clear 
vision, to behold the torture of the impious, 
and as they see them they will not grieve. 
Their minds will be sated with joy as they 
gaze on the unspeakable anguish of the im- 
pious, returning thanks for their own free- 
dom.” Finally, Esaias is quoted in support 
of this doctrine. 

The Inquisition was the logical sequence 
of this materialistic theology; and it was in- 
stituted about this time (1153) under the 
reign of Philip II. of Flanders, The Inqui- 
sition converted the population of continent- 
al Europe into a band of informers as infa- 
mous as the “accusers” of ancient Rome. 
They went about hunting heretics to save their 
own bodies from the rack; and the Inquis- 
itors tortured and burnt their victims to save 
their souls from the Hell of Tundale’s vision 
—and to secure the right of confiscation of 
their estates. From the ghastly Hell of the 
saints also arose the custom of buying immu- 
nity from its terrors. “A lavish gift toa 
church or a monastery could always enlist a 
saint in behalf of the giver, and priestly pow- 
er could protect him against the dangers that 
priestly sagacity had revealed.“ Christen- 
dom was one vast lazar-house of ignorance, 
superstition, and fear. The church crushed 
or sileneed every opponent, and practiced 
undisturbed on the credufity of mankind. 

Out of this unlimited power grew the doc- 
trine of purgatory. It was constructed with 
rare ingenuity to bring reyenue to thechurch. 
Lecky says of it: “Whatever may be 
thought of its other aspeets, it is impossible 
to avoid recognizing in this teaching a mas- 
terly skill in the adaptation of means to ends, 
which almost rises to artistic beauty. A 
system which deputed. ita, ministers to go to 
the unhaupy widow in the firat dark hour of 
her anguish and her desolation to tell her 
that he who was dearer to her than all the 
world besides was now burning in a fire, and 
that he could ouly be relieved by a gift or 


money to the priests, was assuredly of its. 


own kind not without an extraordinary 
merit.“ 

The state of morals of that time may be 
imagined, but not described in a public jour- 
nal, The Jews, the Ascetics, and the early 
Ohristians united in depreciating woman. 
She was represented as the door of Hell, as 
the mother of all human ills, she should be 


ashamed at the very thought that she is a 


woman,” and ip the sixth century she was 
“forbidden by a provincial council, on ac 
count of her impurity, to receive the Euchar- 
ist into her naked hands.“ This low estimate 


of woman reduced the medieval Christians 


to a state of moral savagery and to a degree 
of bestial indulgence which it is difficult for 
the mind of the modern Christian to realize. 
It is so hard to divest oneself of his environ- 
ments—to put himself in another’s place.

in seeking a remedy for the incompetence, 
ignorance, brutality, and corruption ot the 
policeman of the period, Mr. W. R. Baich 
announces that he has found it in the virtues 
of the newspaper reporter. The most con- 
spicuous failure’ ot American civilization, 
says Mr. Baich, is the American policeman. 
Corruption flourishes In his tare, crime waxes 
fierce and careless, and a large premium is 
placed on brutality—masquerading as author- 
ity-—of which he is the foremost type. Mr. 
Balch backs up his assertions with copious 
testimony from the records of the failures 
and outrages of the police. One of his illus- 
trations is the arrest not long ago in Chicago 
of a working-girl for being alone at night on 
the streets on her way home from the store, 
where she had been belated... The police, uur 
writer says, are not only absolutely ineompe- 
tent, but they are absolutely non-progress- 
ive. The criminal classes have got 200 years 
ahead of them in knowledge of science, of 
law, of invention,. and of commercial deal- 
ings. All this is severe, but not more so 
than the criticisms to be found before elec- 
tlon-day in any of the great dailies that hap- 
pen to be in opposition to the party in charge 
of the municipal government, 

Inasmuch as the police éan no longer be 
trusted, where can society look for deliver- 
ance from crime? In the editorial rooms of 
the great newspapers, says Mr. Balch, by the 
formation of journalistic Bureaux of Crimi- 
nal Information. It was one of the staff of 
the Philadelphia Record who unearthed the 
bogus-diploma doctor. Buchanan, and a Bos- 
ton Herald reporter captured the murderer, 
Chastine Cox. The Detroit Post and Trib- 
une recently proved a man guilty of murder 
after he had been acquitted of the charge by 
the courts, The late Judge Ross, of Penn- 
Sylvania, showed his appreciation of the 
services of reporters dy threatening in one 
of the last cases he tried to commit two pri- 
vate detectives whe had the case in charge as 
accessories after the fact because they re- 
fused to give pty naar sn to the papers. He 
declared that the reporters had come to be a 
far more efficient agency in the detection of 
crime than the poljce, Mr. Balen disdains to 
argue the ability of the pewspaper-men to 
detect where the police fall. The files of the 
daily press, he says, will show that for the 
last five years all of the great crimes that 
have been traced out have been detected by 
the active agency of some reporter, 

it is in describing the qualifications of re- 
porters—of course editors are included—to 
be members of these bureaux that Mr. Balch 
shows his infinit superiority to Mr. Rider in 
the mastery of his subject. He regards a 
good reporter as able to double discount“ 
any Police Commissioner or Chief of Police 
in the land. He would intrust him with the 
power of arrest and the jurisdienon of a Jus- 
tiee of the leace. His reportorial magis- 
trates would be worthy of this trust, for, as 
he mentions, they would be well read in 
criminal jurisprudence, qualified,in local 
law, posted in the history of crime, und up in 
chemistry, mechanics, anatomy, and the hab- 
its of the criminal classes. He takes their 
skill in bibulology for granted. 

Even a policeman can see that Mr. Balch 
has been in close communion with a very 
much higher order of newspaper-men than 
Mr, Rider has been able to scrape ac- 
quaintance with. Mr, Balch has probably 
spent a good deal of his time in Chicago, It 
was certainly not in this city that Mr. Rider 
found the press that had become the “ veri- 
eat slave of the ring, that leprous excrescence 
of modern municipalities,” or that which 
‘wears shamelesly, even ostentatiously, the 
sinister livery of servitude to this or that 
money-king.” This is dreadful, and con- 
victs Rider of reading the New York World 
and some of the worst religious weeklies. 
As for Mr. Balch, there is no risk in saying 
that he not only knows a good man when he 
sees him, but that he is a Dean man himself,

She Is Sentenced by Judge Gardner— 
Her Little Speech in Reply. 

The final proceedings in the famous Stiles- 
Sturla murder case, which has so long at- 
tracted public attention, occurred in the 
Criminal Court before Judge Gardner. 
About 11:30 o’clock his Honor made his ap- 
pearance on the bench, and Miss Staria, con- 
victed of the killing of Charley Stiles, was 
conducted to the seat which she occupied 
during the tedious trial by a bailiff.

Mr, Fitz Edward Hall, who is an Angli- 
cized American and an Oriental and philo- 
logical scholar of some reputation, is confi- 
dent that the mother tongue is being spoiled 
on this side of the Atlantic. He actually 
charges William Cullen Bryant with writing 
much worse English than did Charies Brock- 
den Brown near the closeof the last century, 
and makes Mr. Bryant a type of the prevail- 
ing degeneracy of our educated men. Mr. 
Gilbert M. Tucker is much exercised at this, 
and discusses the subject at length in the 
North American Review. Having confessed 
that there are local peculiarities in the differ- 
ent sections of our country, he ventures the 
detlaration, which we have heard before, that 
there is less slang and greater harmony of 
usage among Americans than Englishmen. 
He finds, first, that people on this side of 
the water follow the spelling in their pronun- 
ciation more closely than do their British 
brethren. Thus Englishmen sound the 
thoroughly Anglicited French word trait as 
it it were spelled tray. What Americans 


call a sliv-er the English pronounce sili-ver.
